No Emergency Beef Buying 


Industry, USDA Representatives Decide 
Because of Recent Improvement 
In Cattle Prices 


EPRESENTATIVES of the cattle industry met 
R with U. S. Department of Agriculture officials 
August 13 for a thorough discussion of the 
current and prospective cattle situation. Although 
there were some differences of opinion, the general 


| concensus of the discussion was that no emergency 
| beef buying program be undertaken at the present 
time in view of recent improvement of market prices 


for cattle. The group urged that the Department con- 


tinue to watch developments in the cattle situation 


and be prepared to begin a beef purchase program 
if conditions warranted. Any beef purchases would 


| be for use in the school lunch and other eligible out- 


lets. 

The group also generally agreed that an intensive 
industry-wide beef merchandising program be under- 
taken during the coming months of heavy cattle 
marketings, as a means of stepping up consumer 
purchases. There was general agreement that con- 
tinued attention be given the development of export 
outlets for beef. 

The meeting was called by the Department follow- 
ing the recommendation of cattlemen, including the 
General Council of the American National Cattle- 
men’s Association, to consider the cattle situation, 
particularly with reference to the heavy marketing 
period ahead. 

Department officials assured the group that in the 
event of worsening of the drouth situation which 
might result in increased marketings of cattle, it 
would be prepared to move promptly in assisting to 


| relieve pressure on the markets through emergency 


purchases of beef for use in school lunch programs 


| and other eligible outlets. 


Meanwhile, continued efforts will be made through 
food promotion programs to stimulate beef consump- 
tion. Processor and distributor representatives said 


| they would not only continue to cooperate in these 


efforts, but would step up their beef promotion as

Smaller Texas Lamb Crop 


Attributed to Reduced Number of Ewes and 
Lower Lambing Percentage 


SHE TEXAS lamb crop, estimated at 2,667,000 
| head, was 148,000 or about 5 per cent less than 
the 1955 crop. This smaller number of lambs 
saved resulted from a reduced number of ewes cou- 
pled with a lower lambing percentage. Breeding ewes, 
inventoried at 3,556,000 head at the beginning of the 
year, were 4 per cent less than a year earlier. The 
lambing percentage, of 75, compares with 76 per cent 
a year earlier. Texas accounted for 13 per cent of 
the United States lamb crop. A year ago 14 per cent 
of the total United States crop was produced in Texas. 
As has been the situation during recent years, 
supplemental feeding in varying degrees was again 


a necessity over the main sheep country throughout 
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September 


the winter, spring and early summer. Regular feed- 
ing kept ewes bunched and permitted close attention 
during lambing. A mild winter was also favorable 
for saving lambs. Lack of green feed and a low milk 
flow has slowed development. During late July many 
lightweight lambs were being weaned and marketed. 
The 1956 lamb crop in the United States totaled 
20,428,000 head, 1 per cent more than the 20,187,000 
head saved in 1955. This year’s lamb crop was 1 per 
cent less than the 10-year average. The lamb crop 
in the 13 western states (11 western, South Dakota 
and Texas) is about the same as last year, while the 
native states have an increase of 3 per cent over a 
year ago. Texas, the leading sheep state, showed a 
decline of 5 per cent in lambs saved this year.

(in agreements with the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture) specific acreage to be included in the Acreage 
Reserve or the Conservation Reserve, or both. 


How the Acreage Reserve Works 

Farmers who have allotments (or a Soil Bank corn 
base acreage) for one or more of the six basic crops 
for which a program is offered are eligible to take 
part in the Acreage Reserve, 

By planting less than their “allotted” acres of the 
basic crops, farmers will earn payments to compen- 
sate for any loss of current net income. 

The per-acre rate of payment will be based on nor- 
mal yields; therefore, higher-yielding land will bring 
higher payments. The payments will be made in the 
form of negotiable certificates. Because the payments 
will be made on the basis of the normal yield without 
regard to reductions from drouth, flood, or hail, or 
other crop failure or loss, they will serve as a form of 
income insurance for the acres in the Reserve. 

Land designated for inclusion in the Acreage Re- 

serve may not be cropped, and it may not be grazed 
except when permission is granted in emergencies. 
The farmer may be eligible to receive approval of 
“cost-sharing” under the Agricultural Conservation

How the Conservation Reserve Works 
All farmers are eligible to take part in the Con- 
servation Reserve by shifting general cropland into 
the Reserve, and putting it to conservation use. 
There will be two types of Conservation Reserve 
payments: 

1. A payment either in 
materials and services for carrying out a conser- 
vation practice on the designated Conservation 
Reserve acres. This payment may represent up to 
80 per cent of the cost of establishing the prac-

tice. 

2. An annual cash payment for the period of the 
Conservation Reserve contract, beginning with the 
year the contract becomes effective. The per-acre 
rate of annual payments—averaging about $10 an 
acre nationally—will vary according to the rela- 
tive productivity of land in the area. 

Contracts will be for 3 to 5 years if the land is 

| already in an approved cover crop; from 5 to 10 years 
if approved cover must be established; and for 10 to 
15 years if trees are to be planted. 

Farmers may plant the Conservation Reserve 
| acreage to approved grasses, legumes, or trees, or 
| devote it to a soil, water, forest, or wildlife conserva- 
tion practice.

Inventory as of January 1, 1956, Shows 
Decline of 8 per cent—Texas Still 
Leading State 


HE number of horses and mules on farms con- 

tinued to decline during 1955. The January 1, 

1956 inventory is estimated at 3,962,000 head. 
This is 8 per cent below the 4,309,000 on hand Jan- 
uary 1, 1955 and less than half of the 1945-54 average 
of 8,212,000. 


‘ 


Horses and mules over 2 years old at 3,763,000 
head are 8 per cent below the January 1, 1955 num- 
ber. There were 99,000 head between 1 and 2 years 
old, a decline of 7 per cent from last year, while the 
number of colts under 1 year old is down only 1 per 
cent, Colts under 2 years old accounted for about 5 
per cent of the January 1, 1956 number of horses and 


mules on farms. 


Value of all horses and mules on farms January 
1, 1956 averaged $62.60 per head compared with 
$56.20 the previous year and the average of $66.70. 
This increase more than offset the decline in numbers 
and resulted in a total value of 248 million dollars 


about 6 million above last year.

FARM PRODUCTS: 


The combined outlook for all 1956 crops during the month of August remained consid- 
erably below last year's outstanding total. 


PARITY: 
Probably unchanged from the 85 level of last month, but should decline this fall 
because of increased cost of goods purchased by farmers. 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: 


As computed by the Federal Reserve Board fell to 136 (1947-49 equals 100) during the 
Steel strike, but it is expected to be near 144 during the last quarter of the year. 





SPENDABLE INCOME; 
Showed an increase of only 6 per cent over same period as last year, but consumption 
expenditures were up only 4% per cent and the rate of saving was up 27 per cent over 
a year ago. 





COST OF LIVING: 
As a result of recent wage increases has advanced to 116.2 (1947-49 equals 100) or 
an 86c dollar in terms of the base period. Will probably show a further increase 
this fall. 





FAVORABLE; 

1. Bank Loans to business concerns since January 1 have risen 2.5 billion dollars, or 
an increase of 9% per cent, which means general business has confidence in the 
future outlook of the economy. 

Rate of spending in the 337 reporting cities in the Federal Reserve System shows 
nearly a 10 per cent increase for the same 3-month period over last year. 

Average profits in cattle feeding appear to be brighter than they were a year ago, 
and fed cattle are being moved into and out of feedlots at a faster pace and with 
shorter feeding than last year. Slaughter weights will be lighter than a year ago. 
Heavier marketings of grass-fed cattle in the next 60 days should be at lower 
prices, thereby furnishing good buying opportunities for feeders. 


UNFAVORABLE: 

1. Low profits earned by feeding last winter will be a depressing factor on stocker 
and feeder prices this fall. 

2. Rate of cow slaughter is running below last year and it probably means an increase 
in cattle population which has been at an apparent standstill during the year. 

5. Total turkey poult production during the first 7 months is 23 per cent over same 
time last year which means cheap turkey meat this fall. 

4. Production of broiler chicks during the first 7 months was 22 per cent above last 
year with the result that retail prices are down about 20 per cent. 

5. Pasture conditions in the range country are about 70 per cent of normal and 9 per 
cent below a 10-year average. Drouth conditions continue over most of the Great 
Plains. 





COMMENT; 
The supply of money has increased only about 14% in the past year. Interest rates on 
loans have increased at all levels of business. There will be a slow down in gen- 
eral construction but consumption expenditures for food and clothing will not be 
materially affected.

Marion's Girl Has Won 
More Than $35,000 


Marion’s Girl was named “Cham- 
pion of the year” in 1954. This award 
is based on points received in cutting 
horse contests approved by the Na- 
tional Cutting Horse Association with 
headquarters at Fort Worth. The 
number of points won is based on the 
dollars won in these approved con- 
tests. 

Marion’s Girl has won better than 
$35,000 in cutting horse contests and 
is in excellent physical condition and 
certain to furnish strong competition 
any time she goes into a contest. 

Marion Flynt says a good trainer 
must be conscientious; he must want 
to keep winning and not be content 
with what he has won. He must know 
horses and how to care for them. He 
must be interested in horses and have 
patience. He says when he purchased 
her as an untrained filly he gave 
Buster a free rein about training and 
contesting her. 

Marion’s Giri is registered with the 
American Quarter Horse Association 
at Amarillo, Texas. She comes by her 
speed and cattle handling ability 
naturally. She was sired by a King 
Ranch bred stallion and her dam was 
a Scharbrough Ranch bred mare that 
was sired by the government Remount 
stallion, Tallwood TB. She was foaled 
in 1948. 

She is a bay and has a white star, 
streak and snip and her lower lip is 
also white. Her right front and right 
hind feet are white; left hind coronet 
white on the outside, extending to the 
pastern on inside. She weighs around 
1200 pounds in normal working con- 
dition. 











rider gets good and bad breaks, but I 
never worry and wonder if she will do 
her part. She has courage and a heart 
to win. 


“IT have heard a lot of men say a cer 
tain horse had natural cowsense from the 
very start. I helped Marion’s Girl at the 
very start, but as I look back over the 
past four years I sometimes find myself 
wondering if I taught her as much about 
cutting cattle as she taught me to do the 
riding and let her do the cutting the way 
it should be done. I know she can out- 
think a cow, because so many times be- 
fore I knew what the cow was going to 
do, she has positioned herself exactly 
right for the very move the cow made. 


Better Today Than In 1955 


“T thought she had reached her peak 
in 1955, but she is much better today 
possibly 25 per cent better than she was 
then. 

“Another good trait that she has is 
that she is a consistent performer. She 
is not high one time and low the next. 
Under the law of averages, a consistent 
performer will win more shows than 
those who occasionally turn on and do 
the spectacular or seemingly impossible 
thing. Speed is very important for a 















cutting horse, but the horse must have 
the will and the savvy as to the best 
method of using the speed and how to 
work cattle—know what the animal is 
going to try to do and then be able to 
outsmart it and make it do what the 
rider wants done. 


“She had been ridden some when 
Marion Flynt got her in 1952. I worked 
her for a while and he turned her into 
the pasture with other horses for about 
six months. I think this did her a lot 
of good. She not only learned how to 
take care of herself in the pasture with 
other horses, but she had quieted down 
and at once showed an interest in work- 
ing cattle. 

“She has what would be called a heavy 
mouth if you tried to “plowline her 
about”, but after she learned what she 
was supposed to do she was willing to 
work. She is plenty smart. She responds 
to kind treatment and I doubt if anyone 
could beat anything into her head. She 
is an easy keeper and never frets or 
worries while riding in a trailer. I have 
made some long hard drives over all 
kinds of roads. A few times I have been 
lost and reached the rodeo grounds only 
a short time before the contest started, 
but she took it as it came and has never 
let me down. She is not just a contest 
horse; you can do regular ranch work on 
her. 
Takes Plenty of Time 

“From the very first I made her take 
plenty of time after going into the herd 
to cut out the animal to be worked. 
After the animal to be worked has 
been selected she never charges it. 
I think this is a big advantage as it will 
often cause the animal to try to get back 
to the herd instead of running straight 
away from the herd. It gives the selected 
animal time to see just where the herd 
is and cause it to make up its mind to 
try to get back into the herd. Often that 
is the best play you can get from an 
animal. 

“When Marion’s Girl is meeting an 
animal head on—and that is when it is 
easy to get into trouble, she is always on 
the alert. Sometimes she will almost sit 
down on her tail with her front feet 
spread well apart. She can roll back with 
the best of them because she has good 
action in her hind legs, but with her 
front feet spread apart she can give her 
self a quick push in either direction to 
block the oncoming animal. This split 
second she often saves by not having to 
swing both fore feet around, often pre- 
vents an animal getting by her. 

“I ride her with a very slack rein. 
Many times she has shown me that she 
knows more what the animal being cut 
out is going to do than I even suspect. 


“She can shake you up plenty because 
she is quick and strong in her move- 
ments. One time I found myself just 
back of her ears with my arms around 
her neck. Fortunately it was not in a 
contest. When she changes from high 
gear to low gear or from low to high, 


there is a smoothness about it that

ANY folks used to think that 
wild horses were mustangs be- 
cause they had not been caught 


and tamed, but they were not mustangs. 
Bands of wild horses ran over the range 
much like the mustangs had always done, 
but the chances were that one of their 
leaders was a horse that had saddle 
marks on him and had gone back to the 
wild bunch on being freed, They were just 
about as wild as the mustangs, but were 
easier caught even then. Each band of 
mares had their stallion, and the range 
stallions had their fights and their ways 
of herding the mares, just as the mus 
tangs before them, but they were more 
used to seeing men. 


Horse Hunting Brothers 


The particular range where lies my 
story is situated in the foothills of the 
northeastern part of Uvalde county, and 
the horses which roamed that section had 
a wide territory because there was hardly 
a fence in the whole domain. During the 
twenty years that encompassed the ’'80s 
and '90s, a family was ranching on Little 
Blanco Creek, in a wild and sun-lit val

ley that looked toward the blue moun 
tains in the distance, and to the prairie 
land below. The hills and creeks and hol- 
lows around that ranch home were land- 
marks to the family of boys who lived 
there, and they knew every foot because 
there were no neighbors and nothing to 
entertain them except to ride the range 
looking for wild horses, or perhaps they 
were on a hunt for wild game. This was 
the John Davenport family, whose chil- 
dren numbered twelve eventually, but 
death claimed two of them before they 
were grown. John, the father, was a brone 
rider, cowman and hunter himself, and he 
was mightily pleased when his boys got 
old enough to ride with him and their 
uncles. John’s sons could well constitute 
a story unto themselves, riding like Co- 


manche Indians, breaking their own 
horses, sticking together in fights or 
folly. 


One of that family of boys was gifted 
with an indelible memory and for the 
past twenty years I have gone to him 
for data of the early days on his part of 
the country and have marveled at the ac- 
curacy of even the smallest details he has

given me. He was one of seven sons, 
named Rollie, and was born on Little 
Blanco Ranch, December 22, 1886. He 
grew up with a lariat in his hand and a 
horse between his knees. In fact, he said 
he and his brothers were about as wild as 
the horses they stalked. Their father and 
mother, however, were from gentle stock 
and their children knew a refined, Chris- 
tian influence in the home, Their lack of 
near neighbors, with nothing to entertain 
them except to hunt game or run wild 
horses, gave them a self-reliance and a 
hardihood well known to pioneers in 
early day Texas, which was passed on to 
the boys who figure in this story 


Old Brownie 


They had a home in town, which in 
those days was out on the prairie some 
what, east of Sabinal. Some of their time 
was spent there before they settled on the 
Little Blaneo Ranch for good, though 
John Davenport, the father, had ranch- 
ing interests from the time he was mar 
ried, At this home in Sabinal, Rollie Dav 
enport told of the following incident tak- 
ing place: 

“My daddy had a half-Spanish and 
half-mustang horse we got in a wild 
bunch of horses and he was a fine saddle 
animal and cow horse. He would stake 
him out away from the house when he 
was in Sabinal and let him graze on the 
fine grass that was always there, One 
night he staked him as usual and the next 
morning when he looked out Brownie was 
gone. There seemed to be no trail or no 
trace of ‘im and though Papa inquired 
everywhere about that horse, nobody had 
seen him. He was gone about a year, and 
one morning Papa looked out and Brownie 
was staked in the exact spot from where 
he was stolen. He couldn’t believe his 
eyes, but he went out and got him and it 
was no other than Brownie for sure. We 
never could find out a thing about 
him or where he had been all this time, 
but figured that the man who borrowed 
him hadn't intended keeping him so long, 
maybe. It was about six months after 
that that Brownie was staked out one 
night and was stolen again. We were sure 
now that it was the same person that

ACH year the citizens of the At- 
kK lantic Coast town of Beaufort, N. 

C., and surrounding communities 
become cowboys of the sea in one of the 
nation’s most unique roundups. These 
“cowboys” go down to the sea instead 
of the range to rope in their herds of 
wild horses. 

Wild horses in the sea? Strange to tell 
they do exist—by the hundred—up and 
down the strange string of skinny islands 
that form a barrier reef along the 
Maryland and North Carolina coast in 
the vicinity of Cape Hatteras, otherwise 
known as the “graveyard of the Atlan- 
tic’ because of the many storm-wrecked 
ships found in the vicinity. 

Fishermen and clam diggers turn cow- 
boys for a day to round up their share 
of stock on the island running along 
Gore Sound. After taking flat bottom 
boats out to the island across the shallow 
intervening sound, the men form two 
groups, one at each end of the five-mile- 
long and quarter-mile-wide strip. They 
then proceed to beat the island toward 
a corral and fence built at the center of 
the land, driving the horse population 
entirely to that center trap. There the 
horses are branded, each beater recogniz- 
ing new foals as his own by observing 
to which mare it runs up to when cor 
ralled. (Mares have been branded the 
year or so before.) 

The ponies and horses live on salt 
marsh grass on the tiny windblown 
island. How they got there is not defi- 
nitely known. One legend is that the 
earliest Spanish sailing ships near there 
may have been wrecked and permitted 
the horses aboard to swim ashore. An- 
other legend is that Ponce de Leon, 
struggling northward in his search for 
the Fountain of Youth, lost some of his 
cavalry mounts, and that the wild ponies 
are their descendants. Some believe that 
the ponies are merely the offspring of 
the English horses that strayed from 
Virginia plantations. 

These ponies have been collected an- 
nually for more than a century and they 
fetch prices that make it possible for all 
to own one—$50.

1952 was only the memory of a few old- 
timers who had been on the drives so 
many years ago. 

In January, 1952, four men set out on 
horseback with an old ranch chuck wagon 
from Brenham, Texas, to retrace the Salt 
Grass Trail. The ride was made to pub- 
licize the Houston Fat Stock Show.

T IS generally conceded that the 
| women rule the roost and wear the 

pants today. The girls of a short 
generation ago, however, were “too mod- 
est to ride astraddle and rode sideways 
on a sidesaddle,” in the words of one Old 
Texan. Yes, back in the days when real 
horses and not mere “Horsepower” fur- 
nished our transportation, social custom 
decreed that the chaste and modest 
horsewoman must ride a sidesaddle and 
also wear a long riding habit. Only the 
Sally Skull type dared to flaunt society’s 
rule by riding astride. Indian women, 
since the time Cortez and Coronado fur- 
nished the first horses to the Southwest, 
had been mounting their ponies from the 
right and did not once dream that it was 
improper etiquette to ride astride. 

This writer, as a boy, observed a few 
sidesaddles in use. One stylish old maid 
who lived near our home in Central 
Texas was a constant and unlimited 
source of wonder to us children in that 
day when most of the women and girls in 
our community rode in buggies and 
wagons. When she came to visit mother, 
we children ran to secure a sturdy din- 
ing-room chair to serve as a horse block. 
I vividly recall the big, gold watch which 
Miss Ida wore pinned to the bosom of her 
long-skirted riding habit. To this good 
day, I also still feel admiration for the 
skill and grace this horsewoman dis 
played in putting her horse through all 
his paces. She could ride! I remember 
that I appreciated her skill all the more 
after I, boy-like, tried out her methods 
of riding and found out just how un 
balanced, uncomfortable, and precarious 
this could be on a fast-moving horse. Of 
course, it might have been some better 
had I been mounted on the old maid's 
fancy, padded seat sidesaddle. 


Women Rode Long Distances 

It is told that Charles Goodnight de- 
signed a special side-saddle for his wife, 
Moilie Dyer. The saddle was made by 
Gallup, famous saddle maker of Pueblo, 
Colorado. Mrs. Goodnight rode this sad- 
dle on the long trip from Trinidad to the 
newly established JA ranch on the Palo 
Duro in the Texas Panhandle. At times

Mrs. Goodnight doubled as the driver of 
one of the wagons also. Another lady on 
this trip was Mrs. Cornelia Adair, who, 
with her husband British nobleman John 
George Adair, were shortly to become 
Goodnight’s partners in the Texas-size 
JA ranch. Mrs. Adair, an accomplished 
horsewoman, rode horseback on the long 
trip, having previously ridden long dis- 
tances on a buffalo hunt in Kansas and 
had shown great skill in following the 
hounds in Ireland and England. It is 
also told that Mrs. Goodnight made two 
trips from the JA ranch with trail herds 
to Dodge City, Kansas, riding the side- 
saddle on both drives. 

The late T. U. Taylor, 
pioneer Parker county and long-time 
professor at the University of Texas, 
told the story of one bride who rode a 
sidesaddle up the trail to Kansas. In 
1886, Mary O. Taylor, of Austin, married 
J. Howell Bunton and soon afterward the 
couple drove a herd of cattle from Sweet 
water, Texas, to Kansas. Mrs. Bunton 
rode in a Concord buggy some of the way 
but she preferred to ride an old fashioned 
sidesaddle mounted on her favorite pony 
She donned her long green riding habit 
and took her turn as a regular hand 
much of the time. The habit was torn 
to shreds and the cowboys remarked that 
they could easily follow the herd by 
fragments of the green skirt. 

Mrs. Minta Holmsley, of 
county, also made a trip up the trail to 
Kansas with the outfit of Kingsberry & 
Holmsley. She rode most of the way on 
horseback. Later she related, “We rode 
sideways then because we didn’t have 
any better sense.” 

Sue Sanders, in her book, “Our Com 
mon Herd,” stated that during the Civil 
War her father, Cal Sanders, joined the 
Confederate army, was captured, and 
placed in the Union bull pen at Fort 
Arbuckle, Indian Territory. Sue’s moth 
er, Jane, then lived in Limestone county. 
She carded and spun wool, wove the cloth 
and made a guit of clothes by hand, Then 
she and her brother took the suit and 
other needed supplies to Cal at Fort Ar- 
buckle, a jaunt of well over two hundred 
miles. Sue continued, “It took nerve to

start on a trip like that, as it was through 
mighty dangerous country. Ma rode the 
whole distance sideways, with a long 
black calico riding skirt clean down over 
her feet. At that time such a thing as a 
lady showing an ankle or an inch of leg 
was a bounded disgrace,” 

Mrs. W. C. Wallace, pioneer ranch 
woman and rider of a sidesaddle for well 
over a half century, once rode horseback 
to the top of Pike’s Peak. (See The Cat- 
tleman, September 1943.) In 1887 her 
husband drove a herd of cattle to Col 
orado and sent for his wife to join him 
at Pueblo, She’and her children went by 
train from Austin. She was determined 
to climb to the top of Pike’s Peak but 
found that the only way to go up was 
on a burro, She was determined not to 
ride a burro. Her husband went to a 
stable, rented two horses for the day 
and the couple made the trip in one day, 
much to the amazement of the guides, 
the stable owner, and all other witnesses. 
Mrs. Wallace made the entire trip on 
her sidesaddle. This great horsewoman 
rode continuously on horseback in help 
ing with the ranch work and in travel. 
For several years she won the ladies 
riding contest at the Llano annual Coun 
ty Fair also.

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Last Wild Horse Roundup In 
Texas Panhandle 


Late Ranch McQueen Was Employed by LX and JA Ranches 
To Catch Animals Back In 1888

66 ROUNDED up the last big bunch 

] of wild horses that ever loped over 

this Panhandle section of the 
West.” 

Ranch McQueen of Amarillo, Texas, 
made that statement only a few months 
before his death several years ago. 

The old man’s eyelids narrowed as if 
he were peering far across the plains in 
search of another wild herd as he con- 
tinued, “I wish I could see another bunch 
of wild horses like that, but there aren’t 
any more—broom tails don’t count. 

v I knew I had finished 
something when I swung that bunch of 
wild horses into the corral.” 

Employed to Catch Wild Horses 

Ranch McQueen was referring back to 
the year 1888 when two large ranches of 
the Texas Panhandle, the LX and the 
JA, employed him to catch the bunch of 
wild horses that were stealing their 
young horses and even good mares into 
their herd. 

“The LX and JA’s paid me good,” the 
old horse hunter continued, “but it was 
worth more than they paid me to have 
that wild bunch caught, worth it to 
them, I mean. Believe me, when a wild 
stallion decided to steal a mare she was 
really stolen. Almost any young cowboy 
could get a yearling horse away from a 
herd, cut him out pretty soon, but it was 
sure some battle to get a mare away. A 
wild stallion knows how to fight, to 
kick, paw, bite, charge on both sides, 
just plain devil fight.” 

Already McQueen and other mustang-

ers had captured most of the wild horses 
in the Panhandle, but this one big bunch 
had always led the horse hunters on a 
long wild race and then hidden among 
the low gashed hills of the Mulberry 
(creek) breaks or the deeper Palo Dura 
Canyon. 

Ranch McQueen had his own way of 
capturing wild horses, no starving them, 
no drying out with no water, no keeping 
them from their just before dawn sleep. 
He always rode alone, but with a helper 
back out of sight to supply fresh mounts 
to him. 

It was just after sun-up that spring 
morning when McQueen sighted the wild 
herd at the head of Mulberry Creek, near 
the new town of Washburn. 

“The leader saw me as soon as I saw 
him,” the old horse hunter said. “That 
horse stood still for several minutes, head 
up high, just stood and watched me. 
Then he was off with a snort, whole 
bunch right with him.” 

Continuing, MeQueen declared, “That 
first race was really a race, brought us 
up against the drift fence of the Frying 
Pan ranch, That wasn’t such a long run 
for a wild bunch but they went fast for 
over 25 miles. I was riding Rollicky, my 
best horse. I had gotten him out of a 
wild herd, and he enjoyed the run. I 
didn’t try to overtake the bunch, just 
kept them in sight. 


Drift Fence Stopped Horses 

“Drift fence stopped that run, but I 
have seen lots of wild horses plunge 
right through a fence, snap every wire. 
This bunch stood and watched me until 
I got up pretty close, then they swung 
and raced back to the Goodnight drift 
fence about half way between the little 
towns of Goodnight and Claude. That 
was close to 45 miles and it was getting 
late when the leader swung around a 
little lake there and stopped.” 

Ranch MeQueen did not ride up near 
the herd. Instead he dropped back, far 
back until he was almost, but not quite 
out of sight. Motionless he sat on his 
herse while dusk closed in. The hungry 
horses began cropping the grass at the 
edge of the lake but kept raising their 
heads to see the rider and his horse 
against the horizon line. Not until it 
was dark, deep dark, for the experienced 
mustanger always chose a time when 
there was no moonlight, did McQueen 
ride back to his chuck wagon where his 
helper had a good dinner-supper ready 
for him 

The first light of the next morning 
saw Ranch McQueen sitting on his horse 
in plain sight of the wild herd.

Soon there was another wild race, but 
the bunch did not run as far as on the 
first morning, and a fiery old mare was 
in the lead, 

McQueen emphasized the fact that the 
stallion was not leading the herd, “Most 
folks think the stallion leads a wild herd 
all the time but that is not so. When he 
finds out there is danger, something they 
cannot run away from easily, he watches 
the rear. 

That stallion raced back and forth with 
the drag, running close to one horse for 
a minute and then off to another. He 
was a beauty to watch protecting his 
herd and making them keep up. I cer 
tainly admired his spirit as he pushed 
one on a little faster, raked the side of 
a mare with his bared teeth or nipped the 
ear of another, then swung around the 
rear to nudge a yearling back onto line 

Ranch McQueen kept in sight of the 
herd, just kept in sight. He even pulled 
up often and let his own mount graze a 
few bites, but he was never out of sight, 
never out of clear vision of the stallion 
who constantly whirled to look back, 

By the end of the third day the wild 
bunch were footsore. They did not run 
more than four or five miles without 
stopping. It was then that the rider 
began swinging around the herd and 
turning them 

“By that time the horses were so used 
to me I could ride up real close,” Me- 
Queen declared. “But don’t let that fool 
you. Those horses were still plenty wild, 
Just let a rattler sing or some other rider 
into sight and they were off on 
another run.”

Give the Horse Some Credit 

Because the bucking horse does play 
such an important role in rodeo’s theater 
of wins and losses, let’s talk about him a 
little bit. The rider has been acclaimed 
publicly time and time again, Now it’s 
time for the horse to get some credit. 

“It used to be,” Jerry Ambler told me 
several years ago, “that you'd go to a 
rodeo and wonder if you’d draw a horse 
you could ride. Nowadays you wonder if 
you're going to draw one you can win 
money on. No, sir! Buckin’ horses aren’t 
what they used to be, Only about one out 
of every 50 turns out to be anything at 
all,” 

4 lot of old-timers and retired bron« 
riders feel this way. Some of them are 
probably sincere in their beliefs and oth 
ers, I'm sure, are just belly-aching. Such 
a man as the late Leo Cremer, one of the 
all-time great rodeo producers and stock 
contractors, had this to say to me in 
1050 

“Today we try to get the best bucking 
horses possible. It’s a big business for us, 
completely commercialized and competi 
tive, so why shouldn’t the stock be tough? 
I take a lot of time and effort in finding 
tough stock, sell about 150 head a year 
and replace the same number of horses 
As soon as I find a tough horse in the 
tring of a little show, a horse that the 


amateurs won't ride any more, I buy it 
and try it out. I've picked out some good 
| 


horses this way.” 


Leo, a colorful man who always pro 


duced a colorful rodeo, claimed that a 
“pleased crowd” was the most valuable 
asset to rodeo. The second most valuable 
asset, he felt, was the quality of the stock 
especially the bucking horses. 

He was the first man to use really 
huge horses. In 1925 at Livingston, Mon- 
tana, he brought in some big ones for the 
boys to ride. He told me that the reaction 
to these horses among the cowboys was 
not at all reassuring to him. One man 
said, “Why don’t you take those plugs 
back to the farm and hook ’em to a plow 
instead of bringin’ them to this rodeo?” 

Although out-voted, Leo chuted the 
huge animals, which weighed from 1,400 
to 1,500 pounds, and at the end of the 
bucking event all the boys were given 
their entry fees back. Not one cowboy 
had made a qualified ride! 

In 1950, a few years before he died, Leo 
had many of the best saddle brones of his 
day. Some of these were Gold Nugget, 
Fiddle Face, Village Inn and Vitalis. 
Madam Queen, mother of Village Inn, 
was one of the best bareback twisters. 
And previous to 1950 he had such stand 
out performers as Lee Rider, Hootchy 
Kootchy, Golden Fan, Sudden Death, 
Black Gold, Will James, Billy the Kid, 
Show Boat, The Stockman and Big

“On A Ten-Dollar Hoss” 


Well Trained Trail Horses Were Big Asset During 
Early Day Cattle Drives

~ OOD trail horses still are at a pre- 
mium in parts of the West. In 
J those sections in which cattle are 
walked back and forth between summer 
and winter ranges or are taken on the 
hoof to rail points maybe fifty miles 
away, well-trained mounts are a big help. 
In the day of the long drives from Texas 
to California or Kansas or Montana, they 
one of the cowman’s prime assets, 
The typical cow pony of the frontier 
trails wasn’t much to look at. He might 
have cockleburs in his tail, and his hide 
seldom felt the scratch of a currycomb. 
He didn’t have a pedigree, and his mone- 
tary value wasn’t anything to brag about. 
As an early trail song put it: 


were 


“Oh, a ten-dollar hoss and a forty- 
dollar saddle, 
And I’m goin’ to punchin’ 
cattle,” 

The trail pony’s big asset was one that 
didn’t show at first glance—cow sense. 
With a little training, he could cut a 
muley or a bad actor from the herd. With 
only a pudge from his rider, he would 
move closer to keep the steers on *he trail 
or to prod laggards in the rear. He knew 
how to break up a mass of milling cattle 
in the middle of a stream or to start a 
mill when the Longhorns rushed off 
madly in a midnight stampede. And he 
could live on grass, as the cattle did. 


Texas 


Largely of Spanish Ancestry 

The cow ponies used in the early trail 
drives were largely of Spanish ancestry. 
Some, as colts, had been captured from 
the herds of mustangs that still roamed 
the plains. But many of them, like the 
Longhorn cattle, had some blood from the 
British breeds. Among the best were 
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Quarter Horses of Virginia ancestry, 
brought to Texas by way of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Especially in demand were 
those of the Steel Dust strain, with blood- 
lines from the famous sire on Ten Mile 
creek in southern Dallas county. 

On some of the early drives, each trail 
hand used the same horse all the way. 
But this was so wearing on the mount 
that soon it became customary to have 
two to five horses for each man, Some- 
times there were even more. The chang- 
ing off kept the ponies from getting thin 
and enabled the boss to observe the old 
maxim, “Look out for the cows’ feet and 
the horses’ backs and the waddies will 
take care of themselves.” 


Special Mounts for Night Duty 


Having more horses also allowed the 
punchers to have special mounts for night 
duty. The pony used in riding around the 
bedded-down herd in the dark hours need- 
ed to be gentle and dependable—one that 
would stay quiet and would be wary of 
stumbling into a prairie dog hole. Bill 
Poage, father of Texas Congressman W. 
R. Poage of Waco, Texas, usually picked 
the best horse in his string for night 
work. 

The extra ponies taken along brought 
good prices in the northern markets 
where the cattle were loaded. The open- 
ing of new cattle ranges in the North- 
west brought a demand for cow ponies. 
As there were few separate horse drives, 
the mounts taken with the Longhorn 
herds were snapped up quickly. But fa- 
vorite mounts and those with unusual 
training were kept and were ridden back 
to Texas,

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Lockhart, Texas, rode the same horse all 
the way when he helped take a bunch of 
cattle to Shreveport in 1862. But soon, on 
the longer drives, he began taking three 
mounts for himself and two for each of 
his men. In later years he took still more. 
“I'd buy from seventy to a hundred 
horses,” he said, “and they’d end up fat 
and in good condition. That way, each 
man would ride six or seven horses on 
the trail. Then I'd sell the horses where 
we delivered the cattle.” 

The cow ponies used on the trail var- 
ied in color and build, but needed to be 
trustworthy, intelligent, and well trained. 
On them depended not only the success 
of the drive but the safety of the riders. 
“As smart as a cutting horse” became a 
common saying on the range. The pony 
inclined to jump out of his skin or to 
throw the hair off his back wasn’t want- 
ed on the trail. 


Two Horses and a Mule 

A descriptive bit on several mounts was 
given by Aibert Branshaw, a Texan who 
went up the trail in 1869 with a herd of 
Bill Hoover’s Longhorns. Each man, he 
said, had three mounts. Those of Bran- 
shaw were two horses and a Mexican 
mule, 

One horse named Sam, Branshaw re- 
called, “knew just what was rquired of 
him. In case of a stampede, all I had to 
do was to keep my seat. He did the rest 
better than I could tell him. The other, 
Blackie, had been trained by the Coman- 
ches, who had given him their earmark. 
Blackie would cut out of the herd any 
steer pointed out to him. My other mount 
was Jason, a Mexican mule. He was gen- 
tle as a lamb and was the pet of the 
camp. Button, a Mexican mule owned by 
John Carlton of our outfit, showed less 
amiable qualities. It took the whole camp 
to catch and saddle him, His favorite 
time for bucking, flinging his rider, and 
running away was at the end of a hard 
day’s work, when every other animal in 
the outfit was worn to the utmost docil- 
ity.” 

On the trail, the Longhorns were strung 
out in a long, thin line, to avoid over 
heating. Several riders on each side kept 
the herd pointed in the right direction, 
checked any tendency of the herd to 
spread out, and—in the rear——used their 
poppers on laggards. 

The day’s drive was from one good 
watering and bedding place to the next. 
It might be as much as fifteen miles but 
usually was eight to twelve miles. Cross 
ing swollen rivers was a test of horses as 
well as of men. An especially dependable 
mount was referred to as “a horse to 
ride the river with.” 


Horse Protected Him From Longhorns 

Handling a stampede called for horse 
sense as well as for expert horseman 
ship. Many a trail hand credited his 
faithful mount with saving his life afte: 
the crazed Longhorns took off. Uel Liv 
ingston of Hamilton county, who went 
up the trail in the late sixties, had an 
experience that he didn’t want to re 
peat. While riding around the sleeping 
herd on guard duty one night, he became 
so drowsy he feared he’d fall from his 
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Quarter Horses

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saddle. As the cattle were quiet, he de- 


| cided to risk a nap on the prairie. A 
| little later he awoke suddenly with the 
| earth shaking beneath him and Long- 


horns thundering past on both sides, But 


| directly over him was his horse protect- 


ing him from the trampling hoofs. 
Another who had a hair-raising expe- 


rience during a stampede was James H. 


Cook. His outfit had just crossed the 


| Kansas border with a Texas herd. The 
| frightened cattle ran into rough ground 


and headed for a sharp bend of the 
creek where the banks were high and 


| steep. 


Suddenly a flash of lightning revealed 


| the scene, Cook recalled. “My companion 


and his horse seemed poised in midair 
for a moment, far out over the edge of a 
high bank of the creek. Several cattle 
were following him to certain death. My 
horse needed no tug at the rein to stop 


| his headlong rush. He braced his forefeet 
| into the earth suddenly and firmly 


enough to bring him to a sudden halt not 
more than five or six feet from the edge 
of the bluff over which my companions 
had just disappeared. How it happened 
that the cattle following did not crash 
against my horse and send both of us 
over the bank, I shall never know. An 
instant of blinding light, and then in- 
tense and inky darkness reigned again.” 

A similar ordeal was experienced by 
Robert T. Hill, while riding in pursuit 
of part of a stampeding herd on the 
Cimarron River. He and another punch- 
er were chasing at night a small bunch 
of cattle that had left the main herd of 
2,500. They almost had caught up with 
the racing Longhorns when a bolt of 
lightning struck so near that it stunned 
them. 

Hill said his horse stopped dead in his 
tracks, almost throwing the rider over 
the saddle horn. “The lightning showed 
that he was planted hardly a foot from 
the edge of a steep-cliffed chasm. A lit- 
tle off to one side, the horse of John 
Gifford, the other rider, was sinking to 
his knees, John himself slumping limp in 
his saddle. Just beyond him lay old 
Buck, the mighty lead steer, killed by the 
bolt of lightning that had knocked Gif- 
ford unconscious. The rest of our bunch 
of cattle were down under the cliff, 
some of them dead.” 

Wrangler Took Care of Spare Horses 

All through the drive the spare horses 
were looked after by the wrangler, bot- 
tom hand in the trail outfit. Often he 
was a “fryin’ size” youngster, perhaps a 


| son of the boss, just learning to be a cow 
| hand. In other outfits he was a stove-up 
| oldster no longer fit for the harder tasks. 
| An unusually big drive might have a sec- 


ond wrangler for night duty, called the 
nighthawk, 

The job of the wrangler wasn’t as easy 
as a tenderfoot might suppose. He had 
to trail the unsaddled horses all day and 


| at night he had to see that they didn’t 
| wander off. 


Early each morning he 
would round up his remuda to let each 
trail rider pick the mounts he wished to 
use that day. If a cowboy needed a fresh 
horse at noon, the wrangler had to bring

In the evening he drove his 
band to the camp again and let each 
guard choose a horse for night duty. 

When he wasn’t busy with his remuda, 
the wrangler worked as a roustabout in 
the camp. He kept the fire supplied with 
fuel, dragging in dead branches or gath- 
ering cow chips. He gave the cook a 
hand in washing dishes and in loading 
and unloading the chuck wagon. 

At the end of the drive, the wrangler 
shared with the cow hands a reluctance 
to part with most of the horses. All 
knew that a dependable mount was es 
sential not only for safety but even for 
survival. But Texas was full of ten- 
dollar horses that could be trained, and 
mounts of better breeding were being

swung them in because they recognized 
a master.

“That stallion was sure some job to 
break after we got him out, but he made 
a fine ranch horse. Wish { had him now.” 
The old mustangers body was tense, his 
eyes looked back across the years as he 
concluded, “Maybe I couldn’t do it again, 
but I sure wish I had one more try at 
rounding up and catching a bunch of 
wild horses. I would like just one more 
ride with them.”

makes me think that she was expecting 
it and did not have to put so much effort 
into the change of speed or direction of 
motion, 

“We all like to get cattle that will give 
us a good play and when we ride into the 
herd we try to pick that kind. No one 
likes to work “sour” cattle. I mean by 
that cattle that have been worked a lot 
end only want to do one thing-—run 
straight back into the herd. You can jot 
take as many chances with this kind of 
cattle as you can with fresh cattle, and 
you seldom get much play out of “sour” 
cattle. They give the most trouble by 
trying to squeeze themselves between the 
fence and the horse. 

“Tl have been doing ranch work since I 
was big enough to climb into a saddle. 
I have done a full share of holding the 
cut. This is not very exciting like being 
around the main herd, but it has given 
me a chance to watch a lot of good cat- 
tlemen cut cattle and to study the work 
of a lot of good cutting horses. One 
time I was working between the cut and 
the roundup for Leonard Proctor. I kept 
letting Proctor come out with too many 
cattle. He called me over and said: You 
turn the cattle and I will do the 
cutting. 

“Some horses are wonderful 
defense but are not so hot on the of- 
fense. If a horse has a cow under control 
he should be on the offense, but he 
never should be so aggressive he can not 
go on the defense instantly and be ready 
for any storm that may unexpectedly 
develop. I feel I have been fairly suc- 
cessful in teaching this to Marion's Girl. 
However, trying to figure out a cow’s 
mind is harder to do than to predict the 
weather, it can change a lot faster.

Fence Crowders Are a Headache 

“Cattle that crowd down the fence are 
a headache to all riders and horses 
alike. It is not a case of being able to 
outrun, outdodge or counter every move 
the animal makes, but they are smart 
and know they can get back to the herd 
by squeezing between the horse and the 
fence. 

“Marion's Girl was never 
over running an animal and allowing it 
to duck in back of her. She uses con- 
siderable judgment about how much to 
crowd the animal being cut out, but she 
can and will bump one as a last resort, 

“When I started training Marion’s 
Girl I worked her regularly. I never 
worked her until she was worn out or so 
often that she became discouraged or 
stale. I have never seen a horse that you 
did not have to boss. I never did have to 
he severe on her, but I never did baby 
her when she was being trained nor do 
is contesting.

I 
may wonder what kind of cattle I am 
going to get, but I certainly never worry 
as to whether she will do her part. There 
are a lot of good horses out these days, 
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and a lucky break can mean you will win 
or lose a hot contest. You have to get 
cattle that will work or you have very 
little chance to show what your horse 
ean and will do. 

“You can teach a horse how to do a 
lot of things if you have the patience, 
and by proper training you can increase 
its endurance, but speed and action are 
something it must have when born. They 
do not necessarily go together. A horse 
that has good action and has the sense 
to use it, can often appear good in cut- 
ting cattle. His split-second ability to 
turn and dodge will often save him from 
having to run to head an animal. You 
do not find many horses of this kind, but 
they do exist. Speed when combined with 
good action is wonderful, and I would say 
that Marion’s Girl has a fair amount of 
both and knows how to combine the two 
effectively. Her speed and action made 
her a cutting horse prospect and this 
caused Marion Flynt to buy her. 

“A good horse and a good owner is a 
wonderful combination. Marion Flynt 
has been most considerate and patient. 
He and Mrs, Flynt like and | 
much rather have them present and see 
how things come out than to have to call 
on the telephone and make a report. He 
has never criticized me about how a con- 
test came out and he has never tried to 
tell me how to train her. I urge all of 
the owners for whom I train cutting 
horses to be present at the contests and 
see how their horse works. Sooner or 
later you will run into some hard luck 
and then you will appreciate an under- 
standing owner. It is a big factor toward 
helping you enjoy your work. 

“IT may be day dreaming, but if and 
when Marion’s Girl is retired and has a 
colt, I think it would be the thrill of my 
life to have it brought to me for train-

Vision of the Old West 

That evening in the camp was a vision 
of the Old West. In both the cowboy and 
Indian camps food was being cooked in 
the open. Invitations to come and eat 
were being shouted back and forth and 
after the meal the cowboys and other 
frontiersmen gathered about their fires 
and sang cowboy songs to the accom- 
paniment of banjos and guitars, while 
in the Indian camp tomtoms were beat- 
ing and groups of German Indians were 
singing Indian songs or dancing Indian 
dances. 

The next day was Pentecost (Easter 
Sunday). There was a parade of all the 
German Indians, cowboys, sheriffs, half 
breeds and other frontiersmen; then 
everyone returned to camp and each club 
put on some performance. The Munich 
Cowboy Club exhibited riding and rop- 
ing, as good as you would see in most 
rodeo shows. There were also shooting 
contests, and the Indians put on dances 
and other performances. The Munich 
Cowboy Club owns a number of good 
horses and as these animals are care 
fully trained some of the performances 
were very good. The Munich cowbeys 
had Western saddles and horse-gear, and 
they wore Stetsons, chaps and real West- 
ern boots and spurs. 

Living in the American zone, the 
Munich cowboys had real Colt revolvers, 
some rifles, and even ammunition. This 
was permitted by the American military 
authorities. The cowboy clubs that were 
unfortunate enough to be in the Russian 
zone were raided by the Red police, the 
members arrested and all their arms and 
equipment seized. The men were then 
blacklisted for engaging in dangerous 
capitalistic plotting. 

That evening the Munich cowboys 
showed a moving-picture depicting out 
standing episodes in the history of their 
club. It was founded in 1913 by fifteen 
young men, ten of whom were killed in 
World War I. This club has nice quarters 
in Munich, the rooms arranged in West 
ern ranch style and with reproductions 
in color of Remington and Charles Rus- 
sell paintings on the walls.

soap price. The only requirement is that 
each horse or mule must have a health 
certificate from a licensed veterinarian 
within three days prior to the ride, The 
saddles and riding equipment used vary 
almost as much as the quality of the 
horses. 

A certain number of riders are as- 
signed to a chuck wagon and must stay 
with their wagon throughout the trail 
ride. The wagons carry bedding and 
camping equipment and after a day’s 
ride, the wagons form a circle and bed 
down for the night just as old wagon 
trains did. Camp fires dot the area and 
music and singing replace the creak of 
leather and the complaint about sore 
muscles for a few hours before retiring. 
The Salt Grass Trailers gather in Bren- 
ham the night before the start of the 
ride and at daybreak the next day the 
riders and wagons line out for the three 
day trek to Houston. The first night is 
miles from the start- 
ing point and two days later the weary 
riders and horses arrive in Houston and 
ride in the opening Fat Stock Show pa 
rade through the downtown streets, 

Although every precaution is made to 
prevent and maltreatment of 
horses, such a large gathering of riders, 
many of whom are inexperienced and 
lacking in knowledge of horses and rid 
ing, makes the absence of injuries to both 
horses and riders next to impossible. An 
ambulance equipped with first aid and a 
doctor accompanies the riders; and a vet

erinarian looks after the well being of 
the horses. Many of the horses that make 
the trek are soft from the lack of strenu- 
ous exercise and the hardship of a three- 
day ride results in many of them suffer- 
ing from colic and other ailments. It is 
surprising to note how few serious acci- 
dents occur to the riders in such a large 
group of people who are not used to the 
rugged life of the trail. 

All in all, the Salt Grass Trail ride 
has proven a huge success in its original 
purpose to promote and publicize the 
Houston Fat Stock Show, but it has been 
even more successful in providing a 
horseback outing for so many horse en- 
thusiasts. Houstonians who live from 
year to year for the excitement and ad- 
venture of riding down the Salt Grass 
Trail will testify to the fun and good 
times the trail ride affords. 

The impressive sight of men and wom- 
en riders and covered wagons lined out 
for nearly two miles alongside a modern 
highway leading to Houston is evidence 
that the spirit of the old cattle drives to 
the coast along these same routes has 
been revived, never again to be allowed 
to fade into just a memory. As long as 
there are horses and men to ride them, 
a good number of both will be gathering 
in Brenham, Texas, three days prior to 
the opening of the Houston Fat Stock 
Show, making ready to ride once more 
down the Salt Grass Trail.

riding him easy and thought I'd stuck on 
for the time. Then all of a sudden he just 
left me hanging in the air in one ducking 
jump. My hand was still on the rein when 
the whistle blew.” 


Old Five, as Five Minutes to Midnight 
was called by the cowboys, was indeed a 
tremendously active pitching machine. In 
the 1930's and early '40s, when he was 
owned by Ed McCarty and Verne Elliott, 
northwestern rodeo stock contractors, he 
was the rambunctious horse on the 
professional rodeo circuit. The men who 
drew him, if they could ride him, were 
almost assured of day money. 

Old Five head-rooter, fighting 
his head every inch of the way. He’d rub 
his face on the ground and then slam it 
back and up, and look around at his rider 
as if to say, “Okay, brother, here’s where 
we part company.” He was a great crowd- 
pleaser. When rodeo fans watched him 
turn on his powerful action, they’d scream 
and holler and throw their hats in the air. 
There wasn’t a man who rode Old Five 
that heard the whistle, so loud was the 
bellowing appreciation of the crowd.

man who rode this brone was Earl 
Thode, He conquered the horse in 1935 at 
the Gilmore Stadium in Los Angeles. Re- 
calling the ride, Earl says, “Old Five 
came out of the chute bucking high and 
hard, | was spurring fast, trying to get 
the feel of him, trying to get him under 
me. But I never did find him and I was 
off the whole ride. When the 
halter rein broke I was through. 

“IT hit the ground so hard that I couldn’t 
get up for a while. The crowd was mak-

The pick-up man told me I 
bucked off after it had blown. Anyway, I 
won the day money.” 

Another good rider, who once rode Old 
Five at Fort Worth, was Vic Schwarz. 
Here’s how he recalls his ride on this 
king of bucking horses: “I was sure lucky 
to ride him. He had me bucked off the 


first jump out of the chute, but somehow 
he picked me up the second jump and I 
got my balance and rode him out.” 
Only 14 Riders Qualified 
It has been roughly estimated by men 


who should know what they’re talking 
about that Old Five was saddled in the 
chute about 1,200 times, And during his 


15-year career—he was retired in 1945 
and died two years later at Verne Elliott's 
Plateville, Colorado, rodeo ranch—-only 14 
riders qualified on him. 

Midnight, another McCarty-Elliott 
after whom Old Five was named, 
great and opinion is 
as to which was actually the 
greater. Both were cursed but 
loved, for the riders develop 
affection for the mounts upon which they 
can win purse money.

enne, five years later, he 
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by quite neatly bucking off every man 
who tried to ride him. And he continued 
doing this sort of thing for many years. 
In those days rides weren’t timed for 
eight or ten seconds as they are today. A 
cowboy rode a horse to a finish or until 
he had him at least well mastered. But 
Steamboat was too tough for them; cow- 
boys just didn’t have the endurance to 
outlast him; and, peculiarly, the longer 
he bucked the tougher he seemed to get. 

Nowadays, of course, with tie timed 
rides, rodeo stock contractors demand 
horses that leave the chutes in a fury of 
jumps, bucks and spins. The quicker a 
horse gets into high gear, the better the 
performance. 

Currently, as in the past, most of the 
rough horses come from the Northwest 
and stock contractors dragnet the states 
of Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, North and 
South Dakota, and even Canada, in an 
effort to procure bucking talent that both 
spectators and cowboys will appreciate. 

One of the bounciest buckers of the 
past few years was Miss Klamath, a 
brown mare owned by the Christensen 
Brothers, that had to be destroyed last 
year after injuring herself at the Ogden, 
Utah, 

In several seasons, only one cowboy 
qualified on her and that was Bill Ward 
last summer at Klamath Falls, Oregon. 
A few days later, when Manuel Enos was 
aboard her at Ogden, she bucked so high 
in back that when she came down she 
broke both hind legs 

Miss Klamath will be long remembered. 
She was a mare that put all her heart 
and strength into the convulsions of un- 
seating a rider. Among the many good 
boys she dumped were Ross Dollarhide, 
Casey Tibbs, Deb Copenhaver and Bill 
Ward (the very first time he drew her). 


Hell's Angel 


Another splendid horse—and you must 
remember while reading this that the 
good ones are the bad ones—was Hell’s 
Angel, a mount in the Colborn-Autry 
string. He was a stout, powerful animal, 
a kind of slow bucker, but with immense 
force in his jumps. He kept a man off 
balance most of the time, driving him out 
of the saddle with sheer power. Hell’s 
Angel very seldom left the chute without 
kicking the top board with his hind hoofs. 

Among the few men who ever qualified 
on him were Vic Schwarz at Houston and 


rodeo, 


Chet MeCarty at New York’s Madison 
Square Garden, Chet, called the “Chester- 
field Kid” because he always left the 
chute with a cigarette in his mouth—a 
Chesterfield—fitted a gorgeous ride to 
Angel that year at New York. After it 
was over, Everett Colborn and Gene 


Autry both said they had never seen the 
horse buck so hard. 

Retired now, Chet McCarty was a pop- 
ular and talented brone rider. After his 
retirement, a couple of years back, some- 
body asked him how many broncs he fig- 
ured he had ridden in his career. Chet 
scratched his head a moment and then 
said, “Shucks, that’s like countin’ sheep 
out of a gate after the whole herd has 
through.”

saddle was constructed with two horns 
or crutches as the British said, on 
the left side of the front of the tree 
The right leg of the rider was placed 
over the upper horn, while the left leg 


pressed against the lower curved horn 
and the left foot rested snugly in a stir 
rup hanging down the left side. In later 
years, patent safety stirrups were in 
vogue. In some cases a third removable 
horn was placed on the right side of the 
saddle. Here the lady’s reticule or othe 
articles were hung. The cantle of the 
saddle was shaped, or pitched. The seat 
was often quilted, padded, or made of 
fine buckskin. The entire weight usually 
did not exceed eighteen pounds. Two 
girths were recommended, with the front 
one drawn as tight as possible. 

The sidesaddle designed by Charles 
Goodnight for his wife is now in the 
Panhandle-Plains Historical Society Mu 
seum at Canyon, Texas. Gallup, famous 
saddle maker of Pueblo, took a regular 
California saddle tree, cut off the horn, 
and placed an adjustable side horn upon 
it. This saddle was a great improvement 
over the old sidesaddle, being just as 
good as men’s saddles and not so severe 
upon the horse or the rider as the old 
type. The new saddle was sold all over 
the United States and was said to have 
taken a premium for women’s saddles 
in London. 

Colonel Richard I. Dodge, who spent 
thirty-three years in the army in Texas 
and the Southwest, recounted that he 
once rode into an Indian village aecom 
panied by a beautiful lady mounted on a 
sidesaddie. The skittish horse plunged 
and reared but the rider managed him 
with grace and skill. She was soon sur 
rounded by a large crowd of Indians 
who loudly expressed their surprise and 
delight. Had she ridden astride, as did 
the Indian women, she would have at 
tracted little attention, stated the officer 

Jim Shaw was a Delaware scout, guide, 
and interpreter on many expeditions into 
the Indian country. He was a constant 
companion of Indian agent Robert S 
Neighbors and acted as interpreter in 
meeting with the wild Comanches. On 
many of the long trips Shaw’s family 
rode horseback with the party. One item 
of Shaw’s equipment always attracted 
the attention of the white army officers. 
This was the expensive sidesaddle used 
by Jim’s squaw, who also carried a crate 
of chickens and an umbrella. Jim Shaw 
was trying to modernize life for his 
family by imitating the customs of the 
whites 

Perhaps one of the least used books 
in the University of Texas Library to- 
day, is a volume entitled, “THE HORSE 
WOMAN, A Practical Guide to Side 
saddle Riding.” Written by Alice M. 
Hayes, it was published in London in 
1893. The author stated that she had 
both practical and scientifie riding 
knowledge, gained all over the world as 
she accompanied her husband, a British 
army officer and expert rider.

Gone with the sidesaddle is the old 
horse block. Probably most people today 
never heard of this but a very few of 
the old upping blocks may be found 
today in front of old colonial mansions 
in East Texas. These are made of stone 
but the most common form was a sec 
tion of large tree about three feet high, 
with a step cut in it. From this block, 
milady sprang nimbly into the side 
saddle, with a sort of backward flip. 
The old horse block was also brought 
into use in cracking hickory nuts, black 
walnuts and pecans.

an animal if he finds him and puts him 
in a little trap where the wound can be 
taken care of easier. 


“Nature has a way of taking care of 


such cases sometimes. Sometimes, an 
animal will wade out in deep enough 
water to cleanse the wound and the 


worms will all drop out, but the strangest 
cure is the way they will drop out of the 
wound when the animal has been running 
and gets hot. Seems like the heat and the 
sweat cause the worms to drop out, and 
I’ve seen it happen a number of times. 
When a wound gets rid of them like that, 
the flies won’t blow the place any more 
and there just won’t be any more worms, 


“We liked that little mule we caught 
and named him Tobe. We got the hole 
cured up in his shoulder and when he was 
good and well we broke ’im to the saddle 
and he got real gentle. We rode ’im to 
school or on the cattle works either. He 
made one of the best saddle animals you

We used him on 
the cow works and for most any kind of 
work we were doing, but when you were 
least expecting it or if you were expect- 
ing it, he would down his head and go to 
bucking for reason whatsoever.

“Later on, some time before dark, Papa 
and Mama came in and, of course, we 
had to tell ’em what had happened. You 
never saw such excitement! They hooked 
up a fresh team of horses and put Ray- 
mond in the hack and away they went to 
town to a doctor. They drove hard to 
town and just as they got there Raymond 
came to and was all right. The doctor 
wasn’t there anyhow, so all they could do 
was turn around and come back and bring 
"im home for he was perfectly all right 
when he regained consciousness. They 
wouldn’t let him ride a horse though for 
about a week. He was about 16 or 17 
years old and I was about 12 or 13. 

Died in Midair 

“A few years later when I was proba- 
bly about 17 or 18, we were runnin’ a 
bunch of wild horses up near the Mes- 
quite waterhole. I had got up close to the 
lead to turn ’em toward the ranch and 
my horse was runnin’ his best. He was 
having to jump small bushes and such 
and was in the air most of the time. Sud- 
denly, I felt that horse sort of tremble 
or give up. I actually felt him die in the 
air while he was runnin’ and he dropped 
like a limp weed. I rolled about fifty feet 
before I could stop and get up but when 
that horse hit the ground he never made 
a struggle or moved an inch from where 
he was. He was dead when he fell. That 
was a case of killin’ a good saddle horse 
for a four-bit bronc, but it was also a 
case of a good, blooded animal doing his 
best till he died. There have been a num- 
ber of instances of a horse runnin’ till he 
died and it sure doesn’t make a person 
feel good to know he killed a faithful 
animal. I never had any idea that I 
pushed him that hard or I wouldn’t have 
done it, and since it was the first time I 
ever had I sure didn’t run any more to 
death. I have seen our poor old saddle 
horses lie down on their sides and lay 
there two or three days after one of 
those hard runs for wild horses before 
they could get up and go again. We 
called it ‘road foundered’ those days, but 
it wasn’t; they were all but run to death. 

“Along about that time we were after 
another bunch of horses day and 
found a bunch that sure had some nice 
ones in it. My brother, Jim, caught a 
pretty brown brone with a bob tail. 
Worms had eaten his tail off right up his 
body and there was just some long tail- 
hair hanging. I knew where there was 
another horse that was a good match for 
that brown, so I got Jim to let me have 
him for a buggy horse. I had to break ’im 
and he sure was an outlaw. He would 
always try to bite me when I was ridin’ 
him and while he was pitchin’ he would 
squeal like a hog. I had him broke inside 
of a week and as a usual thing, when you 
got one of those wild horses broke, they 
give up and you can handle ’em any kind 
of way and work cattle on ‘em. 

“I knew I could buy that other brown 
horse that matched this one so I got ’im 
and bobbed his tail like the one I got 
from Jim and broke ’em for buggy horses.

Horses from England that had 
been imported to America during the 
formative period of the breed and used 
for racing were included in the American 
Stud Book, but not the General Stud 
Book of England. Thus a few of our 
Thoroughbreds are not recognized as 
being registered by the Jockey Club of 
England. 

Five Breeds Developed In America 

America has developed five breeds of 
horses that are distinctive in ability and 
type—the Morgan, Standardbred, Ameri- 
can Saddle Horse, Tennessee Walking 
Horse, and the Quarter Horse. The last 
is still in a formative stage as the asso- 
ciation was started in 1940. 

Folks in America developed each of 
those breeds for a specific purpose. They 
gave the Standardbred name to early 


| driving horses. The name was used be- 


cause they were required to trot in a 
standard time of two minutes and thirty 
seconds or pace a mile in two minutes 
and twenty-five seconds when driven to 
a two wheel sulky. The time is written 


| as 2:30 and 2:25. 


Several breeds or types contributed to 
the Standardbred breed—the Thorough- 


| breds, Narr aganset pacers, Canadian 


pacers, Norfolk trotters, Arabian, Barb, 
and Morgan. 

The Narraganset pacers were not a 
breed, but a small type of horse de- 
veloped in the region around Narragan- 
set Bay in Rhode Island. They were 
speedy pacers that probably evolved 
from a stallion of Spanish blood. Little 


| can be determined as to their exact 


origin. They existed from about 1700 
to about 1830. They were riding horses 
as they existed before good roads were 
provided, The driving horses of later 
years were often said to have some Nar- 
raganset breeding. 

The Canadian pacers were a mixture 


| of horses from England, France, and 


those of New England, and New York. 
They varied in type and performance. 
Canadian pacers was the name applied 
to those of the pacing gait. The Ca- 
nadian pacers contributed to both the 
Standardbred and American Saddle 
Horse. 

The Norfolk trotters were a type of 
trotters useful as road horses in Eng- 
land. They were not a fast trotting type. 
Bellfounder, the grandsire of Hambleton- 


| ian 10 is the principal source of Norfolk 


trotter breeding in the Standardbred 
breeding. 

These pacing types, the breeds named 
above and a few horses of unknown 
breeding were mixed in various ways 
with Thoroughbreds. By this process the 
Standardbred and American Saddle 
Horse have been developed. The reader 
should remember that the foundation

Morgan breeding also enters into the 
make-up of the Standardbred. The Mor- 
gans were the descendants of only one 
stallion, Justin Morgan, that was born 
about 17#8. He took his name from his 
owner Justin Morgan. His breeding has 
never been satisfactorily established, but 
if the pedigrees that have been published 
for him are correct, he is rich in the 
breeding of Oriental and English horses 
including the three stallions that are 
back of all Thoroughbreds. Evidently he 
was a variation of type and is described 
as possessing about all of the desirable 
characteristics of a good stallion includ- 
ing beauty, disposition, strength, speed, 
and longevity. He and his owner were 
dead before he was appreciated. Then 
his breeding and type was concentrated 
by again and again breeding to his de- 
scendants and selecting his type. 

The Morgans were our first driving 
horses of any note and held the early 
trotting records. However, the Hamble- 
tonian family superseded, and to a great 
extent absorbed the Morgan breeding. 
The Morgans were then promoted as a 
useful utility horse and more lately as a 
saddle breed. 

Some students of anima! breeding con- 
sider inbreeding as one cause of the de- 
cline of Morgans as a trotting family. 

The Morgan breeding has contributed 
greatly to the American Saddle Horse, 
Standardbred and Tennessee Walking 
Horse and to a slight extent to Quarter 
Horse breeding. 

In 1945, forty-six trotters had records 
of two minutes. Every one of them had 
some Morgan breeding. Of the 83 two- 
minute pacers, 78 carried Morgan breed- 
ing. 

In the history of the Standardbred and 
American Saddle Horse, there is little 
mention of Spanish horses—the Ameri- 
can Spanish Horse. Historians of the 
Quarter Horse have written much about 
the contribution of the Indian or Spanish 
pony to the Quarter Horse. Some horses 
that were mentioned in the early pedi- 
grees of saddle and driving horses are 
also mentioned in the pedigrees of Quar- 
ter Horses. An illustration is Copper- 
bottom, 


The American Saddle Horse 


The American Saddle Horse is a most 
distinctive American breed. Horses of 
this breed are the brilliant three and five 
gaited horses that dominate the horse 
shows. To a large extent their breeding 
is from the same source as the Standard- 
bred, but mostly different individuals of 
the respective breeds and types. So, in 
the founding of these breeds, they have 
to a certain extent contributed to each 
other. 

It is generally stated that there are 
two families of American Saddle Horses 

the Denmark and Chief families. The 
first family took the name of Denmark, 
a Thoroughbred stallion, born in 1839 
just 10 years prior to Hambletonian 10. 
His sire was imported from England. 
Denmark's pedigree traces mostly to 
Eclipse and Herod. 

In the first four volumes of the Amer- 
ican Saddle Horse Registry, 61.4 per cent 
trace to Denmark in the male line; but

of all those that trace to Denmark, 
practically all trace through his son, 


Gaines Denmark. Gaines Denmark’s dam 
was the Stevenson mare by Cockspur. 
The breeding of Cockspur was unknown. 
The Stevenson mare was known as a 
saddle mare. Since it was through her 
son, Gaines Denmark, that almost all of 
the Denmark lines trace, it seems that 
she was about equal in importance to the 
Thoroughbred Denmark that is listed as 
the foundation sire. She was an ambler 
or pacer, and you can attribute the easy 
saddle gaits to her. 

The Chief line is descended from Har- 
rison Chief by Clarks Chief, a trotting 
bred horse five generations removed 
from Messenger. Thus, he was from 
a family of trotters that trace to Mes- 
senger, but not through Hambletonian 
10. Harrison Chief traced to Thorough- 
bred and unknown breeding through his 
dam Lute Boyd, described as being a re- 
fined and beautiful mare that is one of 
the famous mares of the breed. 

Stump, the Dealer is listed as a 
Thoroughbred stallion in the American 
Stud Book, but he is also listed as one of 
the early important sires of the Ameri- 
can Saddle Horse. He traces on his sire’s 
side to the sire of Betsey Harrison, the 
Thoroughbred dam of Denmark. 

Many other early sires were listed as 
breeding unknown, while the pedigree of 
some state, they were by a Canadian or 
unknown pacer, a Thoroughbred, or a 
Morgan. The Clays, descended from a 
Barb stallion discussed under Standard- 
breds, also played a part in founding the 
American Saddle Horse. 

One source of Arabian breeding is 
through the famous sire Benjamin Whirl- 
wind 119. This great stallion is one of a 
few that is not related in any way to 
Denmark and several other famous early 
sires of the breed. He is mostly Morgan 
with a cross of Arabian. His sire was 
Whirlwind by Indian Chief, a great-great- 
grandson of Justin Morgan. His dam 
was Arabian Maid by Vermont Morgan 
and his second dam was by imported 
Zicaldi, an Arabian stallion; thus, he was 
an intensely bred Morgan with a cross 
of Arabian. 


The American Quarter Horse 


The American Quarter Horse is our 
most recent breed. The association was 
formed in 1940, but has been the most 
active of all associations, and leads in 
annual registration. While some horses 
in the original Colonial states are re- 
ferred to as Quarter-mile-running horses 
and short horses, there was no breed as- 
sociation for them. The American Stud 
Book was published in 1873. Most of the 
horses registered in the American Stud 
Book traced to English Thoroughbreds, 
but some traced partly to horses not rec- 
ognized by the General Stud Book of 
England. These horses were often the 
Quarter-mile-running horses. However, 
the writer does not believe the Colonial 
short-horses should be referred to as the 
foundation stock of the American 
Thoroughbred. Where records were not 
kept, it is difficult to keep exact pedi- 
grees. 
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In Volume 1, No. 1 of the Quarter 
Horse Stud Book and Registry, the 
Thoroughbred breeding of some of the 
foundation admitted. A review 
of the pedigrees in the first stud books 
indicates that the Quarter Horse is a 
composite breed with the Thoroughbred 
contributing most of the known breeding. 

King Ranch of Kingsville, Texas, 
started with Old Sorrel, a Quarter Horse 
with some Thoroughbred breeding. 
By various matings with registered 
Thoroughbreds of the very best breeding, 
they developed a strain of Quarter 
Horses that are about five-eighths 
Thoroughbred. Their plan made use of 
inbreeding and line-breeding. 

In Volume 1, No. 3 of the 
Quarter Horse Registry there

registered horses listed. Of the 384, 
eleven were by Thoroughbred sires, 26 by 
half-Thoroughbred and one by a Stan- 


dardbred. The dam of one was a half- 
bred Arabian. 
In 1946 the National Quarter Horse 


Association was started. Their rules of 
registration were more liberal and horses 
were registered by pedigree without in- 


spection. They registered many horses, 
Later the National Association was 
taken over by the American Quarter 


Horse Association. 

After World War I, the American Re- 
mount Association placed stallions with 
ranchmen and farmers to improve the 
general ranch horse the Army Re- 
mount Service could buy horses of more 
acceptable type and height. Most of the

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Texas A & M Beef Short Course 


More Than 100 Cattlemen Hear Prominent Authorities 
Discuss Vital Problems

VER 100 Texas beef producers 
() registered for the annual Beef 
Cattle Short Course, held August 
13 and 14 at the Memorial Student Cen- 


| ter on the Texas A. & M. Campus, at 


College Station, Texas. Attendance has 
been larger in the past, but many ranch- 


| ers and farmers are at home, faced with 


hauling water to livestock and for domes- 
tic use due to the continued drouth over 
most all sections of the state. 

The group was welcomed to A. & M. 
by Dr. J. C. Miller, head of the Animal 
Husbandry Department, who also pre- 
sided at the morning session on August 


Dr. A. D. Weber Keynotes Conference 
First speaker on the program was Dr. 


A. D. Weber, Dean and Director of Kan-

keynoted the conference and launched it 
on @ high plain in his discussion of the 
subject “Expanding Outlets for Beef.” 
pointed out that one can hear 
ali extremes of advice from various 
ranging from selling all your 
cattle due to the surplus of beef, to the 
necessity of irrigating all the arid areas 
of the country in the future to grow 
food crops for our expanding population 
and the ultimate utilization of algae for 
human food, 

He expressed the belief that the truth 
between these extremes 
expansion of beef consumption 
above the present 80-odd pounds per 
capita would take extra work on the 
part of all involved, and that to be suc-

The second speaker was W. C. Haase, 
Agricultural Research Department, Swift 
and Company, who brought the group 
up to date on the new methods of mar- 
keting beef. Haase pointed out that the 
modern housewife spends less than half 
the time in the kitchen than she did ten 
years ago, and that she wants more con- 
venience, through packaged buying. She 
also likes eye-appeal and easy identifica- 
tion of the product she selects on the 
self service shelves. It is the housewife 


| who sets the price on beef, and Mr. Haase 
pointed out that she can either vote you 
| in or out of business by her selections 


at the retail counter. Haase showed 
slides picturing the preparation and pack- 
aging and the final cooking of Swift 
and Company’s new pre-packaged frozen 


| beef which is now available to the house- 


wife at limited retail outlets. 


The next topic on the agenda was 
“Consumer Preference in Beef,” discussed 
most expertly by Dr. R. E. Branson of 
Texas A. & M. Department of Agricul- 
tural Economies. Dr. Branson reviewed 
the findings of the beef preference sur- 
vey made by his department in Houston 
in which 1,000 families were interviewed. 
He also summarized the surveys made 
in Phoenix and Denver. 

After a noon recess, John McHaney 
of Texas Agricultural Extension Service 
showed slide graphs in connection with 
his interesting topic, “Economie Outlook 
with Reference to Cattle.” He pointed 
out that cattle prices are dependent on 
the general economic condition of the 
country, the supply of cattle, and the de- 
mand for beef. He had a word of caution 
concerning the future economic condi- 
tion of the country, and emphasized the 
greatly eased and expanded credit that 
is now responsible for the present high 
level of our economy. His graphs showed 
that the cattle producer has never made 
money to any extent except during a 
period of war or immediately following 
one, 

How Market for Beef Is Set 


“How the Market for Beef Is Set” was 
the next topic on the program and was 
handled very well by W. C. Haase, who 
had also been on the morning program. 
He again emphasized that the house- 
wife, whether she knows it or not, sets 
the price of beef by her purchases of 
the available supply and her selection 
of cuts and grades, He also showed that 
we eat, in fact must eat, the current 
supply available within two weeks after 
it reaches the killing floor, as it is a 
perishable product. This causes fluctua- 
tions in the beef price from week to 
week as the supply and demand vary. 
He also pointed out that we are now 
eating about 82 pounds of beef per capita 
per year. If the supply increases we will 
eat more, but if it decreases and prices 
are higher, we will eat less. In other 
words the housewife will spend only a 
very definite part of her total income 
for beef, and this part has not varied 
much over the years. 

Texas work on the “Relationship of 
Conformation to Cut-Out Values of Beef” 
was reviewed next by G. T. King of the 
Department of Animal Husbandry, and 
a table distributed showing that con- 
formation plays a very unimportant part 
in the percentage of rib, loin and round. 
Condition, however, seems to affect these 
measurements because the fat is layed 
on the less desirable cuts last. 

Members of the group were then con- 
ducted on a tour of the new beef center 
at A. & M. where they saw and heard

Dr. Weber discussed the “scales versus 
show-ring” controversy in evaluating re 
sults of testing, and emphasized his 
conviction that progeny and performance 
testing can combine objective measure 
ments, weight records in particular, with 
subjective, and in some instances objec- 
tive appraisals of type and conformation 
He went on to suggest the possibility 
that cowherd owners, cattle 
feeders and grazers, purebred beef cat 
tle breeders, beef breed associations, and 
workers appoint a working 
committee, consisting of representatives 
from each of these groups, to take a 
“hard look at this question of what a 
beef should look like, and how 
to record differences in type, conforma 
tion, and quality so that misunderstand 
ings and confusion could be avoided.” 


Dr. Weber stressed the

ONTAINED in the September 1900 
issue of Monthly Weather Review 
is a vivid account of the great 

Galveston hurricane. The author of this 
account was Dr. I. M. Cline, official in 
charge of the Galveston office of the 
United States Weather Bureau at that 
time—-September 8, 1900. 

The Galveston hurricane was first 
spotted south of Havana, Cuba, on the 
morning of September 4, 1900. The storm 
moved almost straight north to a posi 
tion just west of Miami by the after 
noon of September 5, and then it headed 
westward Gulf of Mexico.

Use Calf Bones for Human 
Bone Grafts 


HE successful grafting of bones 
taken from calves for use in human 
beings has been reported in the 
Journal of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association. 

The report says that after the bone is 
taken from a calf, it is placed in a solu- 
tion of bovine plasma containing anti- 
biotics. This is refrigerated for about 
six months before being used. 

In the successful use of this technique, 
it was found that as the graft is ab- 
sorbed, the fine fibrile structures serve 
as a scaffolding on which the patient’s 
own bone cell can build.

HERE IS no doubt about it. The 
leading registry of horses in 
America today is the American 
Quarter Horse Association. This un- 
deniable leadership can be attributed to 
only one cause, it being that the Quar- 
ter Horse is America’s favorite horse 
breed. 
Americans in every walk of life are 


discovering the pleasures and benefits of 
Quarter Horse ownership. Some 
disciples of his versatility,

asset. Others admire him for the vari- 
ous facets of his make-up, such as racing, 
cow work and pleasure riding.

His inherent knowledge is also 
an outstanding characteristic, as sub 
stantiated by the fact that in 1955, nine 
of the top ten cutting horses in the 
United States were Quarter Horses 
There are Quarter Horse breeders who 
are working solely toward the develop 
ment of horses for the cutting arena, 
and they have found the Quarter Horse 
to breed true, not only in conformation, 
but in transmittable ability 

Last year, 173 horse shows in 28 state 
played host to the Quarter Horse. Over 
1,100 exhibitors showed Quarter Horses 
in cutting contests. The show season of 
1955 saw 1,688 entrants in registered 
reining events, 387 in registered roping, 
31 in Western riding, 196 Quarter 
Horses showing as working cow horse 
and a grand total of 10,585 competing 
for honors in conformation classes. 

Through the associations’ published re 
ports, prospective Quarter Horse owners 
and breeders are learning of the financial 
rewards obtainable through Quarter 
Horse breeding.

“Blackleg is a disease caused 
by a germ which can live in the ground 
for years. It forms spores which may 
enter the animal’s body through small 
cuts or punctures in the skin, or they 
may be picked up when the animal grazes 
on contaminated ground. 

“The disease strikes very quickly 
often with such speed that no signs of 
sickness are noted. Early symptoms in 
clude dullness and lameness, followed by 
fever, swelling and loss of weight.”

He likes good cattle be- 
cause year in and year out they will 
sell to better advantage, but sometimes 
he feeds some of the better kind of 
plain cattle. He thinks there will be 
plenty of fat cattle and hopes feeders 
do not get too enthusiastic about the way 
fat cattle are selling and pay too much 
money for their replacement supplies. He 
estimated that a portion of Southwest 
lowa is making about a half crop of corn, 
40 to 40 bushels to the acre. 

There are quite a few small commercial 
nerds in Southwest Iowa. An owner of 
one of these herds said the land was too 
productive to use for maintaining a cow 
herd to produce feeder calves. He thinks 


it will be cheaper to buy calves from 
range herds where he can get more 
uniformity. 

The corn crop was hit hard by hot 


weather in the western portion of lowa. 
Except for some small areas, the dam- 
age extends approximately one-third of 
the distance from The 
damage will range from a total loss to 
about 50 per cent. George Hoffman of 
Ida Grove, lowa, says he can recall only 
one time previous to this year when his 
crop was a complete failure.

The 
day before his place was visited he had 
marketed a load at Omaha that sold at 
$25.75 despite the fact the market was 
called from 50 cents to $1.50 lower. He 
is very happy over the gains the cattle 
have made of approximately 600 pounds 
in ten months. He has contracted more of 
the SMS cattle and expects to get them 
earlier this year than usual.
